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To the Deaf of America. 



We, being the members of the 
Centennial Celebration Committee 
and of the various sub-committees, 
wish to speak our minds freely on the 
question, raised by Mr. Alexander 
L. Pach in last week's issue of the 
Dbaf-Mutbs' Journal, of postpon- 
ing the N. A. D. Convention to be 
held during the first week of next 
July at Hartford. 

With due respect to his well-mean- 
ing intentions, we are, nevertheless, 
most positive in our belief that the 
presentation of Mr. Pach's views on 
that question is most unfortunate. 

Mr. Pach evidently based his 
suggestion of postponing the N. A. 
D. convention on the ground of ne- 
cessity, arising from the state of war 
with Germany. We maintain that 
there is absolutely no such ground 
of necessity, because war conditions 
are not sufficient enough even to 
make the deaf of America to lose 
sight of the ever-compelling fact 
that they must commemorate the 
100th anniversary of the founding of 
deaf-mute education in general, and 
Rev. Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet in 
particular, under any circumstances 
whatever, either in time of peace or 
. in war. 

It is not a question of necessity, it 
is a question of duty and of rever- 
ence. 

Although Mr. Pach meant well, 
we earnestly deplore his unconscious 
efforts to chill the attendance at the 
Celebration. Although it is the pri- 
velige of every deaf-mute in this 
country to decide for himself or her, 
as to whether he or she would come 
to Hartford or not, we yield to no 
one in our firm belief tfc«i n,,, m a. 
I). Convention should, nevertheless, 
be held at the appointed time and 
place, for the following reasons : 

1. The holding of the N. A. D. 
Convention, although being the 
major one of the different conven- 
tions at the celebration, is, after all, 
Included in a general scheme of 
events to honor the memory of Rev. 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet. To 
postpone the Convention would be 
regarded as a distinct indifference on 
the part of the N. A 4 . D. to the signi- 
ficance of the permanency of the re- 
sults that Rev. T. H. Gallaudet 
achieved in deaf mute education. 

2. The N. A. D., being the major 
organization, owes it to other organ- 
izations not to postpone the Conven- 
tion, lest the others might loose 
heart and postpone likewise. In 
such a case, where will be the other 
mediums through which the deaf of 
America can honor the memory of 
Rev. T. H. Gallaudet in a national 
way on July 4th — the Centennial 
Celebration Day ? Without the dif- 
ferent conventions, the Celebration 
would be like a structure without a 
its sustaining framework. 

3. If it were not for the iooth an- 
niversary for the founding of the 
first school for the deaf in the New 
World, the N. A. D. would of course 
have the choice of holding its con- 
vention, as agreed upon beforehand, 
or of postponing it according to the 
exigencies of the situation. Hut at 
a time when the memory of Rev. T. 
H. Gallaudet is vitally concerned, 
there can be no such thing as neces- 
sity even in war time — the conven* 
has got to be held, regardless of the 
probability that attendance at the 
Celebration might be affected by war 
conditions, and regardless of what- 
ever size of attendance. 

4. There is no better time than 
the period of the Celebration during 
which full advantage can be taken of 
publicity in the press in regard to 
the facts concerning the status of 
the deaf as a class in time of war — 
that is, their capabilities to serve the 
Government patriotically in what- 
ever capacities they might be called 
upon. The different convention 
meetings have a grand chance to en- 
lighten the public through the press 
in that respect. 

With the reasons get forth above 
in mind, we, the undersigned, feel 
confident that no one could make the 
question of the size of attendance 
due to war conditions as a basis of 
action in postponing the N. A. D. 
Convention, and others as well. 

We wish to assure the deaf-mutes 
generally throughout the country 
that we have been, and are doing, 
our utmost with a view to making 
their stay at Hartford as pleasant as 
possible even in this time of war. 

furthermore, we earnestly hope 
that whoever has intended, or is 



about to intend, to come to Hartford 
should do so, if possible. 

We pen this open letter, not from 
any selfish motive, but from a sense 
of loyalty to the cherished memory 
of Rev. T. H. Gallaudet.

With tbe compliments of Dr. 
Alexander Graham Bell, the Editor 
of the Journal is in possession of a 
quarto tome of " Graphical Studies 
of Marriages of the Deaf," by Dr. 
Bell, consisting of a graphical index 
of the 1447 marriages reported in Dr. 
Edward Allen Fay's work, " Mar- 
riages of the Deaf in America," 
followed by a graphic presentation of 
the marriages that resulted in deaf 
offspring. 

The entire book of 259 pages con- 
sists of graphs and a tabular state- 
ment and a graphical index of Pay's 
" Marriages of the Deaf in America." 

It must . have been a long and 
patient work to arrange in detail the 
mass of material and diagrams which 
tbe book contains, and no one can 
very well verify tbe statements with- 
out a long and exhaustive study. 

-less, Mr. Fred De Land, 
Superintendent of the VotU Bureau, 
in a two-page introduction sums it 
all up with the startling conclusion 
that in three hundred of the 
marriages of the deaf more than 
half of the offspring were born 
deaf. 

Unlesa these three hundred mar- 
riagea were picked from among a 
people who had intermarried with 
relatives, it ia totally at variance 
with the general experience of those 
who know about the deaf. Dr. Pay 
did not reach such a conclusion. 

We will warrant that any Institu- 
tion for the Deaf can refute the above 
conclusion by consulting its record 
of pupils and their parentage. 

TheJEditor is pretty well posted 
in a general way about the offspring 
of the deaf in New York City, and ia 
positive thatj.deaf children of deaf 
parents ia'the exception. So far as 
his observation goes, tbe children of 
the deaf are almost always hearing 
children, and usually among the beat 
and brightest in the schools they 
attend. 



No one seems to take to Mr. 
Pach's suggestion in last week's 
Journal, that the National Associa- 
tion Convention be postponed till 
the war is over. 

There is no reason sufficient for 
such a drastic course. 

The convention will be held as 
scheduled, and the deaf will be there 
in mighty force to celebrate the 
centennial of the opening of the 
Hartford School for the Deaf, and 
honoring its founder, Thomas Hop- 
kins Gallaudet.

While there is hardly a chance 
that the deaf will be permitted to 
serve the country in either branch 
of the national armed forces, espe- 
cially in the early portion of the 
conflict, there certainly can be no 
harm in letting the authorities know 
that there are a large number of 
deaf men willing for service. 

It is assured that the selective 
conscription plan of raising an army 
will prevail, and this would mean 
that further volunteer activities 
will come to a stop. The authorities 
will take just such men as they re- 
quire and leave the rest. The deaf 
will, unquestionably, be among 
"the rest." 

Our great service will come, not 
on the battlefield, but in the usual 
lines of our work, and every one who 
works faithfully to maintain and 
promote tbe usual activities of the 
country, is truly doing his and her 
duty. 

Quite a number of communica- 
tions have gone forward to different 
persons in authority, tendering the 
service of the deaf to the country. 
They have been well received be- 
cause of the spirit shown, rather 
than because of any desire to accept 
the service of the deaf. As Presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
the Deaf, I have received several 
communications from deaf persons 
on this subject. The following 
correspondence, which may interest 
some of tbe readers of the Journal, 
is a result of the numerous com- 
munications addressed to me. If 
anything further developes I will see 
that it appears in the Journal.

authorities if. in vowr yadtrroent, It merits 
Uieir attention. 

In this country, there are a large number 
of young men of sound mind and physical- 
ly perfect, except for the sense of hear- 
ing. They are patriotic citizens of the 
United States and are anxious to serve 
their country in this hour of need. 

Until this great world war, military 
authorities, the world over, have reiused 
the service of deaf men in their armies. 
Now, however, I understand that both 
the British and Germans have organized 
companies of deaf soldiers. It Is reported 
that the British have a body of some 900 
deaf men drilling for the defense of the 
realm, and it is also reported that three 
companies of deaf infantrymen, in Ger- 
man uniforms, were taken prisoners at 
Ypres. 

In a very short space of time, I believe, 
it would be possible, if the Government 
would pay transportation, to organize a 
force of one thousand able-bodied deaf 
men. We have a number of schools for 
the deaf, where military drill is a part of 
the course of instruction, and we could ob- 
tain enongh men competent to drill this 
force. 

If the authorities were nn willing to send 
such a force to the front, there Is no rea- 
son why it could not be need for guard 
duty at home, relieving an equal number 
of hearing soldiers for service st the front. 
The deaf are notably keen of sight, and if 
a detail of deaf soldiers were placed on 
guard duty under officers who could hear, 
they should give satisfactory service. 

As president of the National Association 
of tbe Deaf, I am in touch with the deaf 
throughout the nation, and would consider 
it both an honor and a duty to undertake 
to raise this force for the country, if such 
a force will be acceptable.

The Local Com- 
mittee having in charge the prepara- 
tions for the affair, have been 
busy, even to engaging rooms 
for members at hotels, and going to 
other expenses. Now some oue 
comes forward aud asks that the 
meeting be postponed because of the 
impending war and the high cost of 
living. vVe are on the eve of meet- 
ing, aud all those, very likely, who 
have arranged to go will attend, war 
oi no wsr, and despite the II. C. L , 
then why call the meeting off ? Hail 
it been done a year or two earlier, 
there might have been some excuse 
for postponement, but not uow. 

The Convention of the American 
Instructors of the Deaf has its meet- 
ing scheduled for the same time, or 
rather a few days previous, and will 
celebrate the occasion. We have 
yet to hear a protest against the 
meeting for the pretexts given by 
N. A. D. members Persons wo 
have talked with concerning a post- 
ponement, objected to it. This is 
the proper year to commemorate the 
event, and to put it off to some 
other time would be foolish. 

There is another reason why the 
meeting should bo held this year as 
the convention at Cleveland ordered 
it. The terms of the present of 
leers expire with this year's meet- 
ing, and the now ones, or those that 
will be elected this month by a mail 
vote, cannot assume their duties till 
the next regular meeting of the As- 
sociation. I '/</' Art. ir, Sec. 3, of 
the By Laws. 

Another thing. If the meeting is 
postponed, Ihe ballots cast this 
mouth for officers will have to re- 
main in th» hands of the secretary, 
for Sec. 8, says: The convention 
shall choose a committee of three 
members at cauh convention of the 
association to examine the nominat- 
ing ami election ballots and declare 

the results of the voting. It is plain, 

therefore, that, the association's re- 
gular meeting must be held this 
year, or else the preseut officers 
must continue in force.
